Meat Packers Found Guiity at
Kansas City.

ILLEGAL  RATES  ACCEPTED

Armour, Swift, Morris and Cudahy
Convicted of Getting Concessions
From the Chicago, Burlington
and Quincy Railway.

[Kansas City, Mo.—Armonr & Co.,
Swift & €o., Cudaby & Co. and the
Nelson Morris Packing Compauy were
found guiity in the United States Dis-
trict Court Lere of accepting counces-
sions from the Chicazo, Burlington and
Quiney Railroad on export shipments
on packing lhiouse nproducts.

Judge Swmith Mel'herson. of Red Oak,
Towa, thie presiding judge, stated that
senfence would uot be assessed until
{he case against the Burlington Lail-
way, which is charged with granting
the coucession to the packers, is con-
cluded.

The specific case cousidered, which
is identical with the otbers, is that
charging Cudaby & Co. with accepting
a rate of twenty-ithree cents a hundred
pounds on a shipmert of lard to New
Yosk for export to Germany, when the
legal tariff then on file with the Inter-
state Commerce Commission was thir-
ty-five cents.

The case is unusualiy important in
the list of rebate trials {o come up in
this court, for it is the tirst timwe that
any coucern has been broughbt to trial
before a jury oun a charge affecting ex-
port rates as applied to the interstate
cormmerce act.

Counsel for the defendants contend-
ed that the court lacked jurisdiction.
which was overruled by oudge McPher-
son, and then that when they signed a
contract covering the tweuty-three cent
rate it was legal, and that the Burling-
ton later raised its taviff to thirty-five
cenfs.

Judge Smith McPherson, in his
charge to the jury, explained fully the
law points involved, concluding:

“And when the amendatory rates
east of the Mississippi River were tiled
with the commission August 6, and the
defendant knew of the same, it could
not koowingly receive a less rate or
concession than tbat paid by the gen-
eral publie without being guilty of re-
ceiving ‘an unlawful concession, pro-
vided that the same was thus received
by any kind of device as hereiuafter re-
sited.

“This so because the right, privilege
and liberty of countract usually existing
between all perscns and corporations
Is modified and controlled by that pro-
vision of the Coustitution which gives
to Congress the right to regulate com-
merce between the States and foreigu
nations.

“It is important for you to determine
whether the concession of twelve cents
per hundred after August 6, from the
rates covered by the schedules then on
file with the commission, was the result
of a device and whetk'r done witn
guilty intent,

“It must bave been, before you can
convict, the result of a device and with
a guilty intent, because, if the shipper
did not know it was receiving conces-
sions and did not bave a guilty intent,
no crime would bz committed. As to
device is meant that which is devised
or -formed by design; a countrivance; a
project; a scheme to deceive; a strata-
gem or an artifice.”

RUSSIAN REGIMENTS REVOLT.

Outbreak at Poltava, Where Many Officera
Join Mutineers,

St. Detersburg. — The Flelzk Regi-
ment broke into open muliny at Polta-
va because alleged promises made to
the men in the autumn to ameliorate
their condition were not fulfilled.

The soldiers, carrying their rifles,
left their barracks and gathered in the
square in the centre of the town. They
greeted the arrivel of a delachment ot
police with cries or derision and com-
menced firing icto the air.

Jury returned indictments against Rob-
ert A. Gransiss and Walter R. Gil-
lette, both until recently Vice-Presi-
dents of the Mutual Life and for muny
years the right haud man of Richard
A. McCurdy.

Six indictmenis were found against

Dr. Gillette and two against Mr. Gran-
pniss. In five of the indictments Dr.
Gillette is charged with forgery in the
third degree and in the sixth with per-
jury committed before the special
Grand Jury which has been investi-
gating life insurance crime since May
7. One of the indictments against Mr.
Granniss is for forgery iu the third
degree and the other merely charges
misdemeanor. .
The maximum punishment for per
jury on indictment for felony, as in
the case of Dr. Gillette, is twenty
years in State prison. Forgery in the
third degree is punishable with im-
prisonment for five years., A misde-
meanor is punishable with one year's
imprisonment or a fine of §500, or both.
All of the five indictments for forgery
against Dr. Gillette are based upon the
fraudulent doings of the Mutual Life's
supply department under Andrew C.
Fields ani the consequent false entries
in the bouks of the company, mrnde, it
is alleged, by direction of Dr. Gillette
to conceal the fraud. Talsifying the
books or records of a corporation con-
gtitutes forgery in the third degree.
The tw. indicted men were not sub-
jected to the Lhumiliation of arrest, ar-
rangements having been made with
their counsel to have them within easy
reach at the time the indictments were
filed in court. Both men plended not
guilty and weve admitted to bail, Dr.
Gillette in $10,000 and Mr., Granniss in

With the {rue bills against the two
former officials of the Mutual, the
special Grand Jury brought into court
a presentment which was a scathing
arraignment of the methods in vogue
during the McCurdy regime and in a
gense as significant as the indictments
themselves. It was read in court by
Henry E. Joyce, the foreman, amid
profound silence.

The statement of the special Grand

Roosevelt Sent Letter Objecting to
Clemency-~-Condemned Man ’
Protested Innocence.

Boston, Mass. — Charles L. Tucker
was put to death by electricity for the
murder of Mabel Page in 1904,

Tucker was prouounced dead five
minutes after the current was turued
into his body.

YWhen Tucker arrived in front of the
death chair he drew from his trousers

pocket a brief statement, which bhe
read, The statement was:

“I hope that God will forgive me for
all the wrongs I bave ever done in my
past life, I forgive everybody who has
ever wronged me. [ am at peace with
my Maker. May God Lave mercy on
my soul.”

Tucker left a letter to his connsel, in
which he protested his innocence. Gov-
ernor Curtis Guild made the following
reply:

“James H. Valiey, Esq., Attorney:

“Dear Sir—I1 have given careful cou-
sideration to your last appeal, [ am
regretfully forced to decline to inter-
fere with the execution of the sentence.
Iraithfully yours,

“CURTIS GUILD. Jv."

Some of those Who participated in
the Faneunil Hall meeting sent a mes-
sage to President Roosevelt asking Lim
to interfere in Tucker's behalf. The
President’s telegram to the Governor
was as follows:

The YWhite House,
Washington, June 10, 1906G.
Governor Curtis Guild, Boston, Mass.:

Have been requested on behalf of
certnin parties in Boston to interfere
with the execution of Tucker, it béing
alleged that it is my duty so to do in-
asmuch as I have the power under the
Federal laws.

No showing has been made o me
that I have such power, but, without
regard to this, I desire to state to yon
that in my judgment your decision not
to interfere with the carrying out ot
the sentence of Tucker seems to me
entirely sound and commands my
learty sympathy. It scems particularly
a case in which there should be no in-
terference with the carrying out of the
sentence, TAEODORE RQOSEVELT.

Mabel Page was killed while alone
in bher father's bhome, near Weston,
Mass., April 1, 1904.

No clews to her slaye:r were found,
except a rusty knife and a cheap scarf-
pin. Charles L. Tucker was arrested
three days later.

The p¥incipal evidence against him
was bis peculiar travel in the neighbor-
hood of the Page home on the after
noon of the murder. His ownership ot
a knife the blade of whici. had been
broken before it was concealed was
also brought out against him. Beside
the girl's body a Canadian stickpin
was found of which it was proved
Tucker was the owner. He was con-
victed of the murder January 23, 1005.

EDISON'S NEW BATTERY.

Says He Will Reduce Cost of Auto

FATAL DYNAMITE EXPLOSION

Men and Women Blown Up at
Pequea, Pa.

Report Was Heard 15 Miles--Re-
mains of Victims Hanging to
Trees 100 Yards Away.

Lancaster, Pa.—As a result of the
explosion of the dynamite factory near
Pequea, owned by the C. R. McAbee
Company, of Pittsburg, eleven men
were killed and five Injured.

The McAbee company's factory was
built by the Pennsylvania Rallroad
Compapy to keep H. 8. Kerbaugh &
Co., the contractors, supplied with an
ample quantity of explosives. The
work. involved some of the heaviest
railroad blasting that the country lhas
witnessed since the construction of the
transcontinental lines to the Pacific.
How many tons exploded will never be
known, but the detonation was heard
for a distance of fifteen miles.

All of the buildings save one were
completely destroyed. The structure
that escaped was occupied by women
employes. The cause of the disaster is
involved in mystery, as all who might
have shed light on the affair are dead.

For great distances the landscape
was laid waste, while the scene of car-
nage at the plant was sickening. The
forty girls escaped as if by a miracle,
3s the building they occupied was in
‘he immediate vicinity. All are pros-
trated and deaf from the shock, and it
will be days before some recover. Two
men from York County were leaving
the building with a wagon load of dy-
aamite just as the disaster occurred,
and their bodles were blown to atoms.
\Windows in houses a mile away were
shattered. Immense holes were torn in
the ground.

The dead are: Benjamin Gebhardt,
aged twenty-two; Benjamin Rineer,
aged twenty-one; George Rineer, aged
twenty; Fred Rice, aged twenty-three,
married; Collins Parker, aged eigh-
teen; Phares Shoff, aged -eighteen;
Willlam Funk, aged nineteen; Jobhn
Boatman, aged seventeen; an Unknown
man; two men unknown, residents of
York County. .

All except the last two lived in the
{mmediate vicinlty of the dynamite
plant.

The seriously injured are: Walter
Brown, Martine Rineer, George Gray,
charles Cramer and Jacob Shoff.

THREE BURNED TO DEATH.

Woman, Daughter and Granddaughter
Lose Lives.

Middletown, N. Y.—By the burning
of a farmhouse at Wallpack Center, N.
7., a grandmother, her daughter and
granddaughter were burned to death.
The three were Mrs. Jacob Emory, sev-
enty-two years old; Mrs. Matilda Gar-
rison, forty-two years old, and Elilah
Garrison, twelve years old. Jacob Em-
ory, the husband of Mrs. Emory, was
awakened by the smoke and found the
whole house in flames. Jacob Garri-
son, his grandson, leaped from a sec-
ond-story window and escaped unhurt.

The three women were in a back
room up stalrs and a ladder was run
up to the window by the men. I"lames
were bursting forth and the women
could be heard moving about for aun in-
gtant. Then there came a cry and all
was still. Some hours later the bodies
were found in the cellar burned to a

crisp.

FOUR EILLED BY FIRE.

Three by Explosion of Oil Stove and
One by Playing With Matches.

Syracuse, N. Y.—In a fire caused by
the explosion of an oil stove, Mrs.

Horaer G. Alexander, lher sister-in--

Hearing the
explosion the two women rushed into
an adjoining voom to rescue Mrs.
Davis’ two children, but one of whomn
escaped injury.

While playing with matches in the
rear of the Alexander resideuce Viola,
the three-year-old daughter of Bur-
dette Brooks, received burns which re-
sulted in her death. Her father had
